Organizer Cesar Chavez has attacked as an 
attempt to “ fool the public" a newlv- 
launched initiative campaign to enact an 
agricultural labor relations law outside the 
legislature. 
The drive was announced Thursday in the 
State Capitol by the Rev. Michael L Cross, 
a Salinas Roman Catholic priest, and vice 
chairman of the newly formed “ Farm 
W or ke rs ’ 
S ecret 
Ballot 
Election 
Committee." 


It was only a few hours old when Chavez, 
president ol the United Farm Workers 
Organizing 
Committee 
(UFWOC), 
de­ 


livered his attack. 
In a statement issued in San Francisco 
by aides, Chavez said the public should be 
warned against “ this sinister move on the 
part of this front group for the National 
Right to Work Committee and the Farm 
Bureau.” 
Organizers of the campaign will seek to 
collect 325,504 voter signatures to qualify 
the measure for the June ballot.

If he could score three 
club tricks he would be sure 
of his contract. 
East did some thinking 
while South was studying the 
hand and decided to win the 
first club with the ace in­ 
stead of the queen. He would 
look might silly if declarer 
plucked his queen of clubs 
later on, but he did not ex­ 
pect that to happen. He 
feared that if he won the 
first trick with the queen, 
South might give up clubs 
entirely and go after his nine 
tricks in the other suits. 
East was right on all 
counts. If he had saved his 
ace of clubs the chances are 
that South would have tried 
out the diamonds and would 
have made five diamonds, 
two hearts and two spades. 
As it was South led a second 
club; played the 10 from 
dummy to repeat the finesso 
and wound up three tricks 
down when East took his 
queen and five spade tricks.

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'Young Man's Companion,' 
from the year 1760

Mass 
media 
historically 
has 
been 
alternately 
reviled and glorified. But 
today’s “ sensationalism” turns pale by 
comparison 
to 
some 
of 
the 
printed 
diatribes during Colonial America. 


One 
remarkable 
document 
recently 
brought to the attention of the Record was 
“ The Young Man’s Companion ”, published 
about 1760. The legacy, handed down by 
generations of the Dominy family, is now 
in the hands of Joe and Edna Dominy, 219 
N.LSt. 


Under the cloak of information, some of 
these 
early 
books 
were 
vehicles 
of 
prejudice, repressed sexuality and veiled 
hypocrisy. Words we use in one context 
today appeared with entirely different 
meanings. Yet. humor also prevailed. 
“ The Young Man’s Companion" is a book 
of innocuous subject matter — a potpourri 
of practical knowledge. Still, it bears 
kinship with the aforementioned traits. A 
dash of moralistic aphorisms admonishes 
the reader against “ secret sins" and a host 
of other No-Nos. while instruction a few 
pages later reveals how to write secret 
letters in such a way as 
'to prevent 
suspicion." 
A list of gemini, or similar, words with 
different 
meanings 
includes 
the 
identification of “ A Miss" as “ a Whore, 
and “ Whore" as “ a lewd Woman". The 
latter definition appears twice in the same 
glossary. There is also instruction in the 
use of vulgar fractions. Continuing the 
subject of math, the book gives “ More 
promiscuous Examples of both Kinds of 
Reduction (ascending and descending I. 
Some of the problems advanced to the 
colonial reader — “ When will Easter be 
celebrated 
in 
the 
Year 
1764’" 
and 
“ Suppose the King’s Revenue came to 
250000 lbs. by the Year. How much comes it 
to by the Week?" 
Form letters cover every contingency 
from personal relationships to forms tor 
indentured servants. One begins, “ Honored 
Mother, It is with the greatest duty 
. . 
(that I) acquaint you with a Matter of the 
greatest Weight and Importance: Pardon 
me, if I blush to name it: it is Marriage..." 
In a letter from a gentleman to a 
gentlewoman to beg pardon for an offense 
are these excerpts...“ since there is so 
much Sweetness in your Eyes, there must 
certainly be some Pity in your Heart, at 
least so far as to forgive a poor repenting 
Criminal..." 
The 
approved 
answer 
by 
the 
gentlewoman, 
"it 
was 
a 
Crime 
of 
Inadvertence rather than Malice...! freely 


pardon you; but Charity itself does not 
enjoin me to place the Man I pardon in my 
Bosom. You must not expect therefore to 
be admitted to the former Freedoms you 
enjoy’d. Your reconciled Friend to serve 
you, M.S.” 


A 
section on geography and earth 
description praises Europeans as civilized 
and educated — “ Inhabitants famous for 
their Courage, 
Wisdom 
and Virtue"; 
America as a crude, but veritable Garden 
of Eden; Asia after the deluge as “ the 
nursery of the world” . Africa was back- 
handed as a “ Mixture of native Africans 
and Arabs ..naturally fierce, cruel and 
brutal, ignorant and unpolite...A Nest of 
Barbarians.” 
The 
consumption 
of 
European firewater by American Indians 
was labeled “ a public Calamity." And a 
treatise on the solar system listed only 
eight planets. 
Pluto was still 
to be 
discovered, in 1930. 


The status of women in colonial society 
was duly approached: “ Having been pretty 
large on all the general Heads, which could 
any Ways inform our young Male Reader, 
it may not now be amiss to say some small 
Matter in Relation to the Instruction and 
Benefit of the young Female Reader 
Predictably, the brief subjects dealt with 
cooking and homemaking. 


In the “ Family Companion" section of 
the book is a listing of diseases, often as 
colorful as their home remedies: 
“ St. Anthony’s Fire — Take a Purge and 
anoint with the Marrow of a Leg of Mutton 
or Oil of Wheat. " 
“ Bellies swelled in Children — Apply 
fried Wormwood with fresh Butter, fresh 
for three Nights." 
“ Melancholy — Eat often of Cream of 
Tartar mixed with Honey or Treacle 
Remedies for heart burn included chalk 
and 
skim 
milk; 
for 
“ King s 
Evil ", 
liquorice, sweet Fennel seeds, aniseeds, 
white nettles and their roots, a honey of 
roses, syrup of violets, and brown sugar- 
candy; and for consumption, red roses, 
calves hearts, hoarhound and spring water. 
The antidote for “ Griping in the Guts 
turned out to be little more than a brandy 
cordial. 
The book was a crystal ball for the young 
man of the age. He was also instructed on 
how to make his own cider, mead and 
wines; his own writing ink; the art of the 
sun dial; on gardening; and the measuring 
of “ superficies and solids' for a variety of 
practical skills such as carpentry. 
Today, the book is a crystal ball; a look 
back to a time that is rapidly fading into 
oblivion.

Rainy season warning 


The district’s soil conservationist today 
urged farmers, ranchers and home owners 
to put their fields and yards in order or face 
the uncertain hazards of the rainy season. 
In an appeal to property owners, Donald 
M. Hansen listed the following danger 
points or areas to be considered: 
— Clear the summer accumulation of 
debris and weeds from the waterway 
passing behind or in front of your house or 
through your ranch. 
— Remove floatable trash from gutters 


or inlet structures that lead to underground 
drains. 
— Regrade or repair diversion terraces 
through avocado and lemon groves. 
— Plant bare banks with an annual grass 
such as barley or annual rye-grass rather 
than a slower growing ground cover. A 
mulch of wood chips, peat moss, straw or 
other organic matter, plus an application 
of two to three pounds of actuai nitrogen 
per thousand square feet, to insure a good 
ground cover.

The bandying-about of labels such as 
“ lundamenlalist” and “ liberal” has done 
much 
to 
confuse 
the 
specific 
issues 
involved in this basic dispute over how the 
bibie IS to read 
We are all therefore 
indebted to Ur Jacob A.O. Preus, pres­ 
ident ol the Lutheran Church-Missouri 
Synod, tor summarizing the mam positions 
taken by each side in “ The Battle of the 
Bible.” 
In a speech before his own badly-riven 
denomination 
a t 
its 
convention 
in 
Milwaukee last summer, Dr. Preus listed 


seven points of controversy. 
The basic difference, he points out, 
concerns the term “ inspiration” as it is 
applied to the contents of the bible. Some 
Christians believe that the spirit of God 
“ inspired” the authors of the bible in 
essentially the same way that the spirit 
c o n t i n u e s 
to 
w o r k 
a m o n g 
Christians—namely 
by providing 
inner 
guidance of a general and overall nature. 
The other point of view, which Dr Preus 
and millions of other Protestants hold to be 
the only one tenable by a truly orthodox 
believer, is that “ the scriptures are unique 
and different from all other literatures in 
that they are verbally inspired by God so 
that in all their words they are the word of 
God.” 
That is to say, the authors of the bible 
were not simply guided by the spirit: They 
were so completely controlled that in every 
single passage of 
the Old 
and 
New 
Testament, they “ wrote the words that the 
spirit wanted them to write.” 
Those who embrace this doctrine do so 
with great fervor. Some of them are 
disposed to fire from their seminaries or 
pulpits, or even to drive out of church 
anyone who has reservations about plenary 
inspiration 
Christians who would allow room for the 
possibility that some human errors crept 
into the wording of the scriptures, despite 
their overall divine inspiration, cannot 
accurately be lumped together under any 
particular label, such as “ liberals,” for

If you are 
reading practical prose, such as 
your textbook, you are after ideas, 
not words. 
Each word, of course, represents 
an idea.

more 
complete ideas. 
When most of us learned to read, 
we learned to focus our eyes on each 
individual word. This practice is 
necessary at first, but as your 


reading load increases you will find 
it not only time consuming but 
detrimental to your understanding 
of what you read. 
We call the process of focusing on 
or looking at a word or words 
“ fixating.” A large percentage of 
the time you spend reading is 
actually spent moving from fixation 
to fixation. 
If you reduce the 
number of times you fixate, you will 
not only read faster but you will also 
supply 
your 
mind 
with 
more 
complete and understandable ideas. 


As an example, 
this paragraph 
has been divided into phrases. 
Your eyes can see, and vour mind 
understands more than one word at 
a time. For some people phrase 
reading comes naturally, for most it 
takes a little practice. 
Here’s how: 
Practice dividing - your reading - 


into phrases - by placing a dasn - 
between phrases - a« wp have done 
here. How and where vou do this 
dividing 
Will 
vary 
somewhat 
depending on the span of words that 
you are able to see and your 
understanding of the .subject. 
Once you start thinking in terms 
of phrases, you will see phrases. 
Reach out with your eyes. 
Relax! If you are concentrating 
too hard, you will find yourself 
staring at individual words. If you 
think for a minute, you already have 
the ability to see more than one 
thing 
at 
a 
time. 
Give 
your 
peripheral vision a chance to work 
for you. 
, 
Another suggestion for increasing 
the span of words you can see in one 
fixation is to “ space read.” Bv this 
we mean to dim your eyes at the 
white space between the lines rather 
than at the print itself.

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Canada finds profit in prison reform

WARKWORTH, Ontario— 
(NEA)—A couple of years 
ago Bruce Nicholson was ar­ 
rested by provincial police, 
tried on a charge of robbing 
a bank, found guilty—and 
sentenced to spend six years 
in a Canadian penitentiary. 


It may have been the best 
thing that ever happend to 
him. 
Nicholson, 
now 
25, 
has 
been incarcerated at a time 
when the Canadian penal 
system is undergoing wide 
a n d 
snowballing 
reform. 
Once the operators of some 
of the worst dungeons in the 
world (the recently closed 
St. Vincent de Paul jail in 
Montreal had slop buckets 
instead of cell toilets), fed­ 
eral prison authorities here 
have for a decade been in­ 
stituting or planning the kind 
of change that, compared 
with nations such as the 
United 
States, 
has 
been 
breathless. 
And Bruce Nicholson, for 
one, has benefited nicely. 
A 
high 
school 
dropout 
(Canada has 13 grades rath­ 
er than 12), Nicholson was 
by his own words “a wild- 
assed kid.” But he was not 
a hardened thug. The bank 
job was his first offense; he 
pulled it more as a dumb 
trick than anything else. So, 
i ather than toss the first 
offender into any pen where 
there was room (as is done 
in the United States), Cana­ 
dian 
authorities 
“placed” 
Nicholson in the jail most 
compatible with his age, na­ 
ture and rehabilitative po­ 
tential. 
As it happened, very for­ 
tunately, the lad landed in 
the Warkworth Institution, 
a most unlikely looking lock­ 
up in Ontario farm country. 
Built five years ago at a cost 
of $11 million, Warkworth is 
one of four more or less 


models of the new Canadian 
prison policy. It is designed 
to correct, not punish inhab­ 
itants. 
Warkworth 
is 
Canada’s

bars,

concept of a medium securi­ 
ty reformatory. It has no 
walls (only fences), no guns 
(in sight anyway) and no 
overbearing, lock-step rou­ 
tine. There are not even very 
many bars, and those that 
do exist are hidden in struc­ 
tural design that suggests 
a contemporary community 
college. In fact, Warkworth 
is more than just somewhat 
collegiate. The program here 
is as much educational as 
correctional, the population 
is youngish (average age, 
20-25), and such is the spirit 
that it is routine for guards 
to 
befriend 
inmates, 
call 
them by first names, chat 
long hours away and even 
invite some home to supper. 
The place, assuredly, is a 
prison by any description. 
Nonetheless, it’s at least sev­ 
eral million miles removed 
from 
Attica, 
U.S.A. 
“We 
treat our inmates like peo­ 
ple,’’ says Warkworth War­ 
den Bill Westlake. “ We don’t 


lock them up unless they’re 
asleep. We don’t ride around 
on their backs or keep look­ 
ing over their shoulders all 
day. We give them as much 
freedom as possible.’’ 
To be sure, the freedom 
at Warkworth is a little short 
of remarkable. And the men 
(“ We have all kinds here, 
from 
m urderers 
to 
bad 
check passers” ) move about 
almost casually. During the 
day the entire population of 
350 goes to work, class or 
vocational shops much the 
same as civilians do; “we 
don’t mind a little goofing 
off,” says one guard. During 
the evening, they have vir­ 
tually the run of the 40-acre 
confine. 
And actually, many men 


at Warkworth do go (legal­ 
ly) over the fence, or at 
least through the gate for 
freedom. This by way of 
the prison’s most permissive 
innovation, the Temporary 


Absence Program. It allows 
men to earn the right to tem ­ 
porary leave, for a visit 
home, a baseball game, or 
even a regular job. (In Au­ 
gust, 164 men were granted 
temporary leave; only one 
failed to return.) 


Bruce Nicholson, for in­ 
stance, has a regular job. 
In a meat m arket 10 miles 
from the prison grounds. He 
leaves every morning at 9 
and 
doesn’t 
return 
until 
early 
evening. 
“You 
see 
what I m ean?” he says. 
“This is why I think being 
arrested was the best thing 
that could have happened to 
me. Hell, I about died when 
they caught me. I was so 
afraid of going to any of the 
prisons I heard about. But 
now, man, it’s been a real 
education. 
I’ve learned a 
trade. I get to move about. 
I have dinner in town every 
night. Now and then I even 
get to go home weekends. 
Really, I’m better off than 


I’ve ever been.” 
There are, most assuredly, 
many people in Canada who 
resent 
Bruce 
Nicholson’s 
contentment and prison suc­ 
cess. They bemoan and de­ 
cry the claimed “coddling” 
that goes on in such places 
as Warkworth. It sticks in 
the craw that Nicholson, an 
armed 
robber, 
is 
cutting 
their 
meat 
“ and 
making 
more money in prison than 
I am out.” 
Yet to others the lesson of 
Warkworth 
is clear. 
Had 
Nicholson been confined in 
another, as yet unimproved, 
Canadian pen, he might like­ 
ly have gone the way of past 
federal prisoners 
here—80 
per cent of the current 7,300 
inmates in Canada are re­ 
cidivists. 
He might likely 
have gone from a wild kid 
to a wild adult. 
But as it is, Bruce Nichol­ 
son will be paroled shortly, 
a better fellow. He has a 
job and a future waiting. 
And all of Canada will as­ 
suredly profit because at 
least 
one 
wild 
kid 
was 
“lucky” enough to be sent 
to prison—the right prison. 


New woes 
hit Hollywood 


By DICK KLEINER 


HOLLYWOOD—(NEA)—There may be another kind 
of trouble ahead for the movie business—a white back­ 
lash problem. 


Hollywood’s craft unions, disturbed over what they 
consider pro-black favoritism, are putting together a 
war chest to fight it. They are assessing members $100 
each to finance a test case on discrimination—discrimi­ 
nation against whites. 


But the militant blacks still feel they are the ones being 
discriminated against. 
Universal Studio, always the 
most liberal of the major studios in race relations, has 
had several bomb threats and a few fires—which they’ve 
kept quiet—and they blame black militants for them. 


GP Marks the Spot 


Another major problem ahead for movies is a rumored 
complete revamping of the rating system. 
The Motion 
Picture Association has a brand new code administrator, 
Dr. Aaron Stern, who won’t say anything beyond a state­ 
ment that there is no precedent since July 1, the date 
he took over. 
Nevertheless, the whispers are that he leans toward in­ 
creased toughness, particularly in the GP category. He 
feels, the stories go. that there should be only two cate­ 
gories—pictures which children should see, and pictures 
which they shouldn’t. 
There is no question but that the system needs revamp­ 
ing. 
As it stands, and as it has been administered, it 
pleases nobodv. The boundaries between what is G and 
what is GP, between what is GP and what is R. are 
purely arbitrary. And even then many exhibitors choose 
to ignore, or at least fail to enforce, the ratings. 
Some of the ratings have been laughable. Herb Gard­ 
ner. who wrote and produced “Who Is Harry Kellerman 
and Why Is He Saving Those Terrible Things About 
Me?” says that the film got a GP, rather than an R, be­ 
cause of numbers. 
“I was at the screening with the rating people,” he 
says, “and they were just keeping track of how many 
Goddamns’ there were in the script. 1 came in under 
the 20 ‘Goddam’ quota, and thus I got a GP.” 
While movie producers are in the forefront for a 
change, they also believe fervently that the sy stem - 
some system—must be enforced 
The alternative to a 
self-imposed system is government censorship, and no­ 
body wants that. 
“ We in the industry have to make the rating system 
work,” says producer-director John Frankenheimer. “ If 
we don’t, the government will step in. We must support 
the code.” 
The exhibitors, on the front line of rating adm inistra­ 
tion, are growing increasingly lax in enforcement. There 
seems to be a direct correlation between business and 
enforcement—if the box office is humming, they don’t 
care how many people they turn away, but if business 
is bad they will bend the ratings to sell tickets 
And, at the moment, the general business is bad, so 
ratings get only lip-service enforcement. 
Jack Valenti, president of the Motion Picture Associa­ 
tion, was the man in the middle of all this, until Stern 
took over. 
Valenti realizes the delicate position of the 
code 
“ We know,” he says, “that by adopting the views of 
one side, we infuriate the other, and thereby put the rat­ 
ing system into real peril. It is clear that the clashing 
opinions of the two sides are irreconcilable. 
“ We do not claim perfection for the program. 
As 
fallible humans we know that we shall make mistakes 
in the future as we have in the past. The tragedy is not 
so much the mistakes, for they are correctable. It would 
be a tragedy, and fatal, if we failed to recognize and 
correct any weaknesses ” 
Stern is now on the spot. He’s after those weaknesses.

Navy recruiting porpoises 


WASHINGTON (U P I ) -Now the Navy is 
trying to recruit porpoises as bodyguards 
for its divers and others who may find 
themselves threatened by sharks. 


Porpoises, or dolphins, have about the 
highest IQs among marine mammals. The 
Navy 
has 
a 
vast 
respect 
for 
their 
intelligence. 


Porpoises always have been able to 
protect themselves in fair fights with 
sharks. If a shark comes messing around 
with hostile intent, the porpoises gang up 
and butt him to death 


But porpoises never have been known to 
go out of their way to pick fights with 
sharks. They are peaceable beasts if let 
alone. 


So to enlist the help of porpoises in 
undersea 
warfare 
between 
man 
and 
sharks, it was necessary to reach these 
normally amiable animais to get tough on 
occasion. 


This, the Navy reported recently, has 
been accomplished Under an Office of 
Naval Research contract, scientists at the 
Mote Marine Laboratory in Sarasota, Fla , 


have 
trained 
a 
porpoise 
to 
move 
aggressively toward a shark on command 
and drive him away." This was good news 


because 
the 
Navy 
had 
been 
unable 
previously to devise effective protection 
for personnel caught swimming, diving, 


engaged in salvage or rtscue work, or just 
trying to survive after misfortunes at sea 
in shark-infested waters. 


In a specially constructed pool at the 
Mote Laboratory, trainers taught a 450- 
pound bottlenose dolphin named Simo to 


respond to underwater acoustic signals by . 
charging and forcing into retreat a seven- 
foot brown shark placed in the pool to test 
Simo’s acquired pugnacity

NEW YORK—(NEA)—The 
football plummets from the 
dizzy heights of the flood-

And 
only Alvin Haymond and he, 
among active players, have 
gained over 5,000 yards do­ 
ing it. 
Some guys get shot out of 
cannons. Some guys drive 
m o t o r c y c l e s over cliffs. 
Some guys swallow flaming 
swords. Speedy Duncan re­ 
turns kicks. 
“ You can’t think about the 
fear too much,” said Dun­ 
can. in the locker room after 
a recent game. “ You got to 
concentrate on the ball. 
I 
think about it more in prac­ 
tice. I know the suicide guys 
are planning all w e e k to 
cream me. It can work on 
you psychologically. But you 
got to wipe it out of your 
mind when the ball is up 
there hanging in the lights.”

Then it usually sets up at 
around the 29-yard line to 
squash little Duncan like a 
roach. 


“ You got to have nerves 
of steel,” said Duncan. “ You 
got to be something special 
to return kicks.” 
Duncan grew up in Tusca­ 
loosa, Ala. Haymond grew 
up in New Orleans. “Every 
black kid who grew up in 
the hard S o u t h grew up 
tough,” said Duncan. Hay­ 
mond said he got his early 
football experience playing 
tackle on the streets, and 
bears lifetime scars on his 
face from those games. 
Duncan says his rugged 
football experience b e g a n 
when he was a sophomore 
at Jackson State College. 
The coach thought he should 
learn to play defense, and 
learn to tackle. “ So in prac­ 
tice he started throwing the 
whole team at me. I had to 
toughen up to survive.” 
When the ball is in the air, 
Duncan is the “call man” 
and decides whether he or 
Ted Vactor, the other Red­ 
skin returner, will take the 
ball. 
The one not receiving then 
judges whether it should be 
a fair catch or not. Often at 
the moment before the mon­ 
ster is about to pounce.

Does 
your college-bound 
son or daughter have $13,623 
in the bank? That’s now the 
price of a four-year college 
education, as it averages out 
in 98 of the largest and best- 
known U.S. colleges and uni­ 
versities, both private and 
state-supported. 
It’s another all-time high, 
up 
from 
the 
average 
of 
$12,770 last year — an in­ 
crease of 6% per cent. And 
it’s an increase of 58 per 
cent over college costs 10 
years ago, when the average 
was $8,606. 
The annual roundup of col­ 
lege costs published by Mu­ 
tual of New York shows a 
range this year from a high 
of $20,112 to a low of $8,008 
Four-year costs are above 
$17,000 at 28 of the schools 
on the list. They are below 
$10,000 at 22 schools. That 
leaves just about half the 
schools — 50 of them — in 
the middle range of $10,000 
to $17,000 
Even these figures, the 
MONY publication notes, are 
probably on the low side as 
the four-year cost for the 
current 
freshman 
c l a s s , 
since they are simply a mul­ 
tiple of the cost for the 1971- 
72 year, “and will probably 
be higher by the time four 
years have elapsed.” 
Moreover, the f i g u r e s 
seem to assume that stu­ 
dents will lead fairly frugal 
lives. Costs for the current 
year are arrived at by add­ 
ing up tuition and fees, room 
and board as charged or es­ 
timated by the school, and a 
flat $500 to cover books, 
clothes, 
laundry, 
t r a v e l , 
roistering, general foolish­ 
ness and all other sundries. 
As a measure of what has 
happened to college costs in 
the past decade, the most 
expensive education of the 
1961-62 school year was of­ 
fered by Princeton — $12,640 
for four years, compared to 
this year’s $2»,112 at New 
York University (a private, 
not a state university). 
Ten years ago, there were 
50 schools on the list at 
which four-year costs were 
below $8,000. Today there 
aren’t any. 
Ten years ago there was 
no school where four years 
of college cost as much as 
$13,000 Today there are 46. 
Where does 
the 
money 
come from? Out of the fam­ 
ily purse, for the most part. 


Officials who administer 
scholarship 
a w a r d s 
and 
grants have warned repeat­ 
edly that American parents 
have a grossly inflated idea 
of the extent of financial as­ 
sistance available to stu­ 
dents. The last survey made 
showed that only one stu­ 
dent in five received any 
financial assistance, and the 
average award was $553 per 
year. 
What’s 
more, 
middle-in- 
come families have quite 
limited access to the “free 
money.” Most schools use 
a standard formula for de­ 


termining now much finan­ 
cial assistance, if any, a 
student will receive. Parents 
with two children to educate, 
and 
a 
family 
income 
of 
$10,000, for example, are re­ 
quired to meet around $1.600 
a year of a student’s ex­ 
penses before he is consid­ 
ered for assistance. 
In short, it’s mostly family 
funds that support most stu­ 
dents at college. If you ex­ 
pect Johnny and Suzv to 
wear a cap and gown some 
day, better get that college 
fund going — and growing.

The doctor's mailbag 
H

Dear Dr. Lamb—My hus­ 
band is on a lactose-free 
diet. He suffers from chron­ 
ic diarrhea. Because of this, 
he has eliminated all foods 
with milk and also eats only 
brown bread. Despite this, 
he still has the old upset be­ 
cause we are not sure what 
foods contain lactose. Could 
you prescribe a diet or could 
we obtain a list of lactose- 
free foods? Does powered 
milk contain lactose? 


Dear Reader — This is a 
g o o d time to clarify this 
problem. There are a num­ 
ber of people who cannot 
digest lactose. Lactose is a 
type of sugar that is found 
in milk (formed by lacta­ 
tion). The t i s s u e in the 
breast forms a double sugar 
w h i c h we call a “disac­ 
charide.” This double mole­ 
cule has to be broken up in 
the intestine to be absorbed 
An enzyme called “lactase” 
makes this possible. If this 
enzyme is lacking, taking a 
small amount of lactose will 
result in diarrhea, expelling 
the disaccharide with lactic 
acid. 


Now, 1 must point out that 
rarely some people also have 
an intolerance to other dou­ 
ble s u g a r s , like sucrose 
(common household sugar) 
and quite rarely maltose 
These conditions are caused 
by lack of an appropriate 
enzyme in the intestine also. 
Lactose intolerance is by far 
the most common defect. 


Lactose is a milk product. 
It is broken down by “fer­ 


mentation” or the souring of 
milk. This 
m e a n s that 
cheese and buttermilk made 
from soured milk does not 
contain lactose. Unless the 
milk has soured, it will con­ 
tain lactose—thus in answer 
to your question, powdered 
milk does contain lactose. 


If you stick to cheese (and 
I 
usually recommend 
un­ 
creamed cottage cheese) or 
soured milk, you should be 
able to eat anything else 
(not made of sweet milk or 
sweet milk products,) pro­ 
vided that lactose intoler­ 
ance is the only problem. 
This means you cannot eat 
bakery products, including 
brown bread, if t h e y are 
made with milk. You should 
be able to eat vegetables, 
fruit, fish, cereals, but not 
w i t h any products made 
from sweet milk. 


For those rare individuals 
who have an intolerance to 
sucrose, you need to go a 
bit farther. You can usually 
substitute honey for house­ 
hold sugar since it is made 
up of monosaccharides (one 
molecule sugars, glucose and 
f r u c t o s e ) . A number of 
fruits and vegetables con­ 
tain sucrose which requires 
an enzyme action for ab­ 
sorption from the intestine. 
This has given rise to the 
thought that honey in some 
way is better than sugar. 
This appears to be true only 
for those rare individuals 
without the appropriate en­ 
zyme in the intestine to split 
common sugar into its two 
simple molecules

Action needed now 


For several years concerted efforts have 
been underway to secure the designation 
of a Scenic Highway for Highway 1 from 
Las Cruces to Lompoc. Initial action was 
taken in December, 1968 when the County 
Planning 
Commission 
urged 
that 
the 
Board of Supervisors take appropriate 
action to request the State Legislature to 
incorporate into the State Highway Master 
Plan the designation within the State 
Scenic Highway system. 
In 
1969, the State Legislature acted 
favorably on the request and a scenic 
highway 
corridor 
study 
and 
highway 
facility study was completed. 
In order to complete the legislative 
procedures 
for 
final 
designation, 
the 
County was ordered to submit evidence to 
the State Division of Highways relative to 
protection of the scenic corridor. 
Som ew here 
along 
this 
legislative 
procedure, the County dropped the ball and 
no evidence or corridor protection was 
submitted 
and 
Division 
of 
Highway 
personnel state they are waiting. 


M e a n w h i l e , 
q u a r r y 
o p e r a t i o n s 
completely within the present laws, have 
been underway, visible from what we all 
hope to be a scenic highway within the 
Scenic Highway System of the State. 
In setting standards for the protection of 
a scenic corridor, the State Division of 
Highways specifically prohibits within the 
boundaries of the corridor, outdoor adver­ 
tising structures, junk yards, quarries or 
borrow pits unless fully screened. 
There appears to be some question as to 
whether the present quarry operations is 
within 
the corridor boundary. 
In our 
opinion, if it can be seen from the highway 
it should be evidence enough that it is 
within the scenic corridor. 
We urge our County officials to hastily 
prepare the proper legislation to insure 
complete protection of the corridor by 
amendment to present zoning laws in 
order 
to

Washington calling by M arquis Childs 
Cancer research 


WASHINGTON 
- 
A 
k iller 
stalking the land defies all the 
barriers of law and order. It is 
cancer, and those who have felt the 
killer strike with the stealth of an 
assassin in the night know the sense 
of helplessness, pitting hope against 
despair, of the ordeal of watching 
and waiting. 
There is hope or, at any rate, 
progress. In the remarkable articles 
written in Newsweek of his own 
confrontation with what at first 
appeared to be a fatal leukemia 
Stewart 
Alsop 
described 
the 
advances that have been made in 
“taming the beast.” Eight forms of 
cancer are now, if not curable, 
subject to treatment 
giving 
at 
least 
considerable remis­ 
sion. The most not­ 
able progress has 
been 
in 
leukemia 
that 
is 
becoming 
increasingly preva­ 
lent. 
But the best is far from tamed. 
The 
attack 
of 
the 
scientific 
community has been hampered by 
limited funds and by bureaucratic 
complexities. Now a proposal is 
before Congress to create a national 
cancer attack program with greatly 
expanded funds both for research 
and for the application of research 
It has passed the Senate by a vote of 
79 to 1. 
The appropriation for the current 
fiscal year would be $400 million, for 
1973 $500 million, and $600 million 
for the year ending June 30. 1973. 
One of the prime movers in persuad­ 
ing President Nixon to go for this 
expanded 
attack 
was 
his 
good 
friend, Elmer Bobst. It approaches 
what Bobst, Mrs. Mary Lasker, the 
formidable crusader for improved 
medical care and research. Lau* 
ranсe Rockefeller, and many others 
have long hoped for 
That is, in 
effect, a Manhattan Project that 
would 
do 
for cancer 
what 
the 
wartime project achieved in five 
years in splitting the atom, opening 
the way for the atomic bomb. 
At this point is a basic division 
am ong 
ca n cer 
r e se a r c h e r s. 
Spending large sums of money is not 
the 
answer, 
say 
the 
critics. 
Research can proceed only within 
the lim its of resources available 
There are only just so many front- 
rank seekers after the cause and the 
cure of the killer and no amount of 
money can speed their efforts 
Advocates of the proposed attack 
program say if billions can split the 
atom and other billions can send 
men into space to land on the moon, 
the m ysteries of cancer will respond 
to a m assive search. The analogy 
with splitting the atom and with 
space will be proved out. 


The measure passed by the Senate 
provides 
not 
only 
for 
greatly 
increased scientific and technical 
manpower but for construction of 
new facilities. In short, the whole 
framework would be expanded as 
rapidly as possible. 
Unfortunately, 
the 
proposed 
program, which originated with a 
distinguished 
com m ission, 
has 
stirred the kind of political, bureau­ 
cratic tem pest that so often clouds 
the issues. On one side, so far as an 
observer on the sidelines can judge, 
are those who believe that research 
directed by the National Cancer 
Institute in the National Institutes of 
Health is proceeding independently 
with all possible speed. Among this 
number are many deans of medical 
schools with research grants from 
the institute. 
On the other side are distin­ 
guished 
cancer 
specialists, 
the 
American Cancer Society, and other 
individuals and groups long advoca­ 
ting a bold new approach One argu­ 
ment 
is 
that 
the 
emphasis on 
research into causes is so dominant 


that the cure is lost sight of. No one 
really knows the cause of diabetes 
but insulin is a cure reducing this 
killer close to zero. 
One charge is that the White 
House wants to concentrate control 
of the program for political ends. 
The 
bill 
makes 
the 
President 
responsible for the budget, with the 
director of the National Cancer 
Institute, which would still be within 
the framework of NIH, responsible 
to the chief executive and to a 
National Cancer Advisory Council. 
The charge of politics sets the 
blood boiling of the advocates of the 
new program. No President could 
play politics with cancer. Elim in­ 
ating the layers of bureaucracy 
through which research must filter 
is bound to speed the whole process. 
As one who has just observed a 
long vigil, with the killer finally 
triumphant, there is only one thing 
to 
say: 
stop 
the 
bureaucratic 
quarreling and get on with it, get on 
with it, get on with it.
